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ANNUAL  ANNOUNCEMENT. 


For  the  Session  of  1887—8. 


The  Fokty- Fifth  Annual  Session  of  Rush  Medical  College 
will  commence  Tuesday  evening,  September  27,  1887,  and  will 
continue  twenty-one  weeks.  The  introductor  address  will  be  de- 
livered by  Professor  Ross. 

Instruction  in  this  institution  is  given  by  clinical  and  didactic 
lectures,  practical  work  in  the  dissecting  room  and  laboratories,  and 
by  repeated  oral  examinations. 

THREE  YEARS'  COURSE. 

The  Faculty  desires  that  as  many  as  possible  of  the  matricu- 
lates of  this  institution  shall  pursue  their  studies  in  the  College 
during  three  Winter  and  three  Spring  terms.  To  encourage  this 
more  extended  curriculum  of  College  study,  final  examinations  in 
descriptive  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  materia  medica,  and 
therapeutics,  are  open  to  three  years'  students  at  the  end  of  the 
second  Winter  session. 

To  each  graduate  who  has  studied,  as  above  recommended, 
three  full  Winter  terms  and  at  least  one  Spring  term,  will  be 
awarded,  in  addition  to  the  diploma,  a  certificate  of  honor,  signed 
by  the  Faculty  of  the  College.  All  who  intend  to  pursue  this 
course  are  requested  to  signify  such  intention  at  the  time  of  matri- 
culation. A  large  proportion  of  the  students  matriculated  in  this 
College  pursue  a  three  years'  course  of  study,  including  both  the 
Winter  and  Spring  Course  of  each  year. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Students  of  the  College  and  those  who  are  pursuing  their 
studies  elsewhere  with  the  intention  of  completing  their  collegiate 
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course  at  this  institution,  are  urged  to  follow  the  schedule  of  lec- 
tures and  studies  presented  below. 

The  daily  order  of  lectures  and  clinics  at  the  hospitals  and 
dispensaries  is  arranged,  as  far  as  possible,  in  accordance  with 
this  schedule,  and  not  only  to  accommodate  junior  students,  but 
also  advanced  students  and  practitioners  who  desire  to  review  their 
studies. 

As  the  Spring  Course  is  a  most  important  addition  to  the  Col- 
lege work,  the  period  of  study  required  for  graduation  is  divided 
into  six  terms.  The  following  schedule  of  studies  has  been  adapted 
to  the  wants  and  convenience  of  students  during  each  period  of 
their  progress,  whether  they  are  in  the  College  or  preparing  to 
enter. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  it  is  of  far  greater  advantage 
to  the  student,  during  his  collegiate  course,  to  study  and  carefully 
review  a  single  text-book  in  each  department  of  medicine,  than 
cursorily  to  read  several.  Students  are,  therefore,  recommended 
to  confine  their  reading  to  those  text-books,  and  those  portions  of 
the  same,  designated  in  the  schedule  as  suitable  for  each  term 
respectively.

Materia  Medica,  Surgery, 
Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Obstetrics — Generation, 
Foetal  Development,  Normal  Parturition,  Dermatology  and  Ven- 
ereal Diseases. 

Exercises  in  bandaging  and  application  of  splints.  Operations 
on  the  Cadaver.  Anatomy  and  Physiology  of  the  Eye  and  Ear, 
Laryngology.

Fifth  Term— Spring. 

Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  Surgery, 
Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Obstetrics,  Hygiene,  Medical 
Jurisprudence,  Genito- Urinary  Diseases. 

Regional  Dissections,  Chemical  Laboratory  Work,  Toxicology, 
and  Special  Researches. 

Clinics,  general  and  special;  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children. 
Pathology  and  Post-Mortem  Examinations. 

Sixth  Term-  Winter. 

All  Lectures  and  Clinics ;  Regional  Dissections;  Post-Mortem 
Examinations.     General  Review. 

Students  who  have  passed  the  final  examination  in  the  elemen- 
tary branches  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  term,  may  devote  their  third 
year  specially  to  the  practical  branches  and  to  clinics. 

PRACTICAL   CHEMISTRY. 

The  College  is  provided  with  a  thoroughly  furnished  students 
laboratory  for  practical  chemistry. 

Professor  Haines,  assisted  by  the  Demonstrator  of  Chemistry, 
will  give  a  special  course  in  practical  chemistry,  devoting  to  the 
work  three  afternoons  of  each  week.  The  course  will  consist  of  a 
series  of  experiments  designed  to  illustrate  the  applications  of 
chemistry  to  practical  medicine,  especial  attention  being  given  to 
the  subject  of  the  examination  of  the  urine.  The  student  will 
make  the  analyses  and  examinations  himself,  under  the  supervis- 
ion of  the  Professor. 

Since  a  course  in  practical  chemistry  has  been  made  one  of 
the  requirements  for  graduation  in  this  College,  students  will  find 
the  Spring  term  a  most  convenient  time  for  the  pursuit  of  this 
study. 

PRACTICAL  SURGERY  UPON  THE  CADAVER. 

Private  instruction  in  Operative  Surgery  will  be  given  by  the 
Demonstrator,  Dr.  E.  W.  Whitney.   The  members  of  the  class  will 
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be  enabled  to  practice,  upon  the  cadaver,  the  principal  operations 
of  general  surgery;  such  as  the  typical  ligations,  resections,  ampu- 
tations, etc.  Each  operation  will  be  attended  by  an  especial  ref- 
erence to  its  anatomy. 

The  class  will  meet  in  the  surgical  room  adjoining  the  dissect- 
ing room,  from  5  to  G  p.  m.  Instruments  will  be  furnished  by  the 
Demonstrator. 

The  fee  is  $10  for  twelve  lessons. — Cadaver,  $5. 

PRACTICAL  ANATOMY. 

The  best  advantages  are  afforded  for  the  practical  study  of 
anatomy,  in  all  its  branches.  Material  in-  abundance  is  provided. 
The  most  recent  and  approved  means  of  illustration  by  the  calcium 
light  will  be  used. 

PRACTICAL   PHYSIOLOGY    AND   PATHOLOGY. 

The  Laboratory  of  Physiology  and  Pathology  is  abundantly 
supplied  with  microscopes  and  other  apparatus  for  study,  and  will 
be  open  for  work  during  the  Winter  and  Spring  courses. 

CLINICAL   INSTRUCTION  IN   THE  COLLEGE 
BUILDING. 

Medicine  and  Surgery. 
Two  Surgical  Clinics  will  be  given  by  Professor  Gunn  each 
week,  one  on  Tuesday  and  one  on  Saturday;  a  clinic  on  Diseases 
of  the  Chest,  by  Professor  Ross,  every  Wednesday;  one  on  the 
Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System,  by  Professor  Lyman,  every 
Thursday;  a  Medical  Clinic,  by  Professor  Bridge,  every  Monday — 
all  continuing  throughout  the  year. 

Diseases  of  Children. 

Professor  Knox  will  give  a  special  clinic,  each  Thursday 
throughout  the  year,  on  Diseases  of  Children. 

Gynaecology. 
Professors  Etheridge  and  Nelson   and  Dr.  Adolphus  will   hold 
a  daily  clinic  in  the  College  Building,  for  the  special  instruction  of 
the  graduating  class  in  Clinical  Gynecology. 
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The  class  will  be  so  subdivided  into  small  sections  that  each 
student  will  have  extensive  opportunities  for  the  practical  study  of 
this  important  subject. 

One  clinic  will  be  given  each  Wednesday  in  the  amphitheater 
by  Professor  Nelson.  •    • 

Skin  and  Venereal  Diseases. 
Professor  Hyde  will  give  a  clinic  on  Skin  and  Venereal  Dis- 
eases at  3  p.  m.  of  every  Monday  throughout  the  year,  in  the  upper 
amphitheater  of  the  building.  The  extensive  collection  of  plates 
and  photographs  purchased  by  the  College,  has  been  arranged  in 
cabinets,  on  the  same  floor  with  and  adjacent  to  the  amphitheater, 
with  special  view  to  the  illustration  of  this  department. 

Diseases  of  the  Eye  and   Ear. 

Professor  Holmes*,  with  the  assistance  of  Drs.  J.  E.  Colbura 
and  Dr.  Alfred  Hinde  will  give  at  3  p.  m.  every  Wednesday  through- 
out the  year,  a  clinic,  in  the  amphitheater,  on  Diseases  of  the 
Eye  and  Ear. 

Diseases  of  the  Throat  and  Nose. 

Professor  Ingals  will  give  a  clinic  on  Diseases  of  the  Throat 
and  Nose  at  3  p.  m.  every  Friday,  in  the  lower  lecture  room.  A 
large  number  of  patients  from  which  to  select  rare  or  typical  cases 
affords  unusual  facilities  for  studying  this  class  of  diseases. 

THE    PRESBYTERIAN    HOSPITAL. 

The  present  wing  of  the  hospital,  contiguous  to  the  college, 
was  completed  in  1884.  It  has  beds  for  sixty  patients,  and  is  per- 
fectly equipped  for  the  care  of  every  form  of  non  contagious  dis- 
ease. It  is  expected  that  the  main  structure  of  the  hospital  will  be 
completed  during  the  coming  season,  thus  affording  capacity  for 
two  hundred  and  fifty  or  three  hundred  beds.

THE  COUNTY   HOSPITAL. 

(Opposite  the  College  Building.) 

The  hospital,  standing  on  a  block  of  twelve  acres  of  land\ 
was  erected  at  a  cost  of  nearly  a  million  dollars. 

Two  new  pavilions  have  been  recently  erected,  which  have 
greatly  increased  the  capacity  of  this  commodious  structure. 

The  amphitheater  of  the  hospital  with  a  seating  capacity  for 
six  hundred  persons,  is  the  room  in  which  all  the  surgical,  medical 
and  special  clinics  are  held.  More  than  seven  thousand  patients 
were  treated  at  the  hospital  during  the  past  year,  and  hundreds  of 
important    surgical  operations  were    performed.; 

In  the  rear  of  the  amphitheater  is  the  Necropsy  Theater,  in 
which  are  held  all  the  post-mortem  examinations  of  the  hospital. 
Ample  opportunities  are  giv  for  the  study  of  the  gross  appear- 
ances produced  by  disease. 

THE    ILLINOIS    CHARITABLE    EYE    AND    EAR 
INFIRMARY. 

This  institution  affords  the  largest  facilities  for  the  clinical 
study  of  Diseases  of  the  Eye  and  Ear. 

During  the  past  year  more  than  4,400  patients  received  treat- 
ment at  the  Infirmary;  more  than  600  operations  were  performed. 

Regular  clinics  will  be  given  during  each  week  of  the  session 
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by  Drs.   Holmes,   Hotz,  Ware,   Montgomery,    Schsefer,  Gardiner 
and  Bishop. 

THE  CENTRAL   FREE   DISPENSARY, 

Excellent  opportunities  are  offered  to  students  and  practi- 
tioners, for  clinical  instruction  at  the  Central  Free  Dispensary, 
which  occupies  the  first  floor  of  the  College  building.  Many 
thousand  patients  received  treatment  in  this  Dispensary  during 
the  past  year.  Patients  are  classified  according  to  their  diseases. 
A  wide  field  is  here  afforded  for  the  study  of  specialties. 

The  prescribing  hours  are  from  2  to  5  p.  m.  each  day. 

HOSPITAL    INTERNES. 

Positions  of  Interne  in  the  Cook  County,  the  Presbyterian,  the 
Michael  Reese,  and  the  St.  Luke's  Hospitals  and  the  Illinois  Char- 
itable Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  are  open  each  Spring  to  students 
(who  have  graduated),  through  a  competitive  examination  held  by 
the  respective  hospital  staffs. 

The  occupants  of  these  positions  receive  their  board  and 
lodging,  and  acquire  an  extensive  experience  in  every  department 
of  practical  medicine  and  surgery. 

SPRING  COURSE. 

The  faculty  directs  special  attention  to  the  great  advantages 
offered  by  the  Spring  Course.  This  begins  the  28th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, at  8  a.  m.,  and  continues  fourteen  weeks.  It  consists  of 
lectures  and  recitations  at  the  College,  practical  work  in  the  labor- 
atories and  dissecting-room,  and  clinical  instruction  in  the  hospi- 
tals and  dispensaries. 

During  the  last  week  of  each  term  the  students  will  be  ex- 
amined, and  will  receive  certificates  of  attendance  and  grade  in 
examination.  The  grade  will  indicate  the  average  standing  in  all 
the  departments  attended.  Students  who  prefer  it,  may  include 
only  a  part  of  the  branches  taught,  according  to  the  schedule  of 
studies  above  presented,  and  be  relieved  from  examinations  in  other 
departments.  In  the  studies  taken,  a  correspondingly  higher 
standing  will  be  demanded  for  a  given  grade. 
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This  course  cannot  be  considered  as  a  "  course  of  lectures," 
in  the  requirements  for  graduation. 

Nearly  three  hundred  students  matriculated  during  the  Spring 
session  of  1887. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Examinations  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  are  held 
only  once  annually,  during  the  last  week  of  the  Winter  session. 

Students  however,  who  will  enter  the  College  for  at  least 
three  full  Winter  terms  of  study  may  receive  their  final  examina- 
tions in  Descriptive  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Materia 
Medica,  and  Therapeutics  at  the  close  of  the  second  Winter  term. 
This  will  enable  them  to  devote  special  attention  to  clinics  and 
the  practical  branches  during  the  third  Winter  session.  Students 
who  take  the  three  Winter  courses  and  desire  to  be  examined  in  the 
elementary  branches,  as  above  indicated,  will  be  required  to  ad- 
vance one-half  of  the  examination  fee.     (See  Fees,  page  14.) 

GRADUATION. 

The  following  are  the  requirements  for  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine. 

1st.  The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and 
must  give  statisfactory  evidence  of  possessiug  a  good  moral  char- 
acter (which  includes  unexceptionable  conduct  while  at  the  College), 
with  such  primary  education  as  is  clearly  requisite  for  a  proper 
standing  with  the  public  and  the  profession. 

2d.  He  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  medicine  three  years, 
and  have  attended  at  least  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  not  deliv- 
ered in  one  twelve-month,  of  which  the  first  one  may  have  been 
in  some  other  recognized  medical  college,  but  the  last  must  have 
been  in  this  institution.  The  lectures  of  the  Spring  term  cannot 
be  considered  as  a  "course  of  lectures'  in  this  requirement. 

3d.  He  must  have  received  clinical  instruction  during  at  least 
two  college  terms. 

4th.  He  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  Practical  Anatomy, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Demonstrator,  and  to  the  extent  of  hav- 
ing dissected  each  region  of  the  body. 
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5th.  He  must  have  taken  one  course  in  Practical  Chemistry, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

6th.  He  must  have  taken  one  practical  course  in  the  Labo- 
ratory of  Physiology  and  Pathology. 

7th.  He  must  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  of  his  in- 
tention to  become  a  candidate,  depositing  the  amount  of  the  exam- 
ination fee  with  the  Treasurer,  on  or  before  the  20th  day  of  Jan- 
uary. 

8th.  Every  candidate  must  undergo  a  full  and  satisfactory 
written  or  oral  examination  on  each  branch  taught  in  the  Col- 
lege.

Three-years'  students,  examined  at  the  end  of  their  second 
Winter,  must  advance  one-half  of  this  fee. 

There  is  no  fee  for  graduation.  When  fully  qualified,  the  can- 
didate is  entitled  to  the  degree  and  the  diploma  in  testimony  thereof. 
From  Alumni  of  this  College,  and  from  its  students  who  have 
taken  and  paid  for  two  full  Courses  of  Lectures,  the  Matriculation 
Fee  only  ($5.00)  will  be  required.  From  Alumni  of  other  recog- 
nized medical  colleges,  the  Matriculation  Fee  and  one-half  Lecture 
Fee  will  be  required.

otherwise. 

DIRECTIONS  TO  STUDENTS. 

Students  will  matriculate,  and  obtain  their  tickets  at  the  Col- 
lege, from  the  Treasurer,  Professor  Gunn,  or  from  Mr.  Frank  J. 
Gould,  College  Clerk. 

Students  may  select  their  seats  in  the  lecture  room  when  they 
take  their  tickets,  or  the  Treasurer  will  select  seats  for  them,  on 
receipt  of  the  matriculation  fee,  previous  to  the  opening  of  the 
session;  but  seats  thus  pre-empted,  if  not  occupied  before  the  end 
of  the  second  week  of  the  Winter  term,  will  be  forfeited  and 
assigned  to  students  who  are  present  to  occupy  them. 

The  College  Clerk  may  be  seen  in  the  College  building,  and 
will  aid  in  obtaining  boarding-places,  rooms,  etc. 

Students  receive  their  mail  at  the  College  building,  twice 
daily.

PRELIMINARY    EXAMINATIONS. 

In  accordance  with  the  announcement  heretofore  made,  a  pre- 
liminary examination  will  be  required  hereafter  *  as  a  condition  of 
admission  to  the  regular  Winter  course  of  lectures. 
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Students  who  are  graduates  of  a  literary  or  scientific  col- 
lege, academy,  or  high  school,  or  who  have  passed  the  entrance 
examination  to  a  literary  college  in  good  standing;  who  have  a 
county  or  State  teacher's  certificate;  graduates  in  medicine;  pre- 
vious matriculates  of  this  college;  and  students  who  desire  to  pur- 
sue a  special  course  of  study — other  than  for  the  purpose  of  secur- 
ing the  degree — will  he  exempt  from  this  examination. 

The  examination  will  include  the  writing  of  a  hrief  paper  on 
a  subject  to  be  given;  and  an  examination  in  the  elementary  prin- 
ciples of  physics*  and  mathematics,  as  taught  in  the  public  schools 
of  the  country.  The  written  paper  will  be  a  sufficient  indication 
of  the  student's  knowledge  of  orthography  and  grammar,  as  well 
as  of  the  subject  given. 

Students  may  take  this  examination  either  at  the  beginning 
or  end  of  the  Spring  term,  or  at  the  beginning  of  the  regular  Win- 
ter session. 

Students  are  advised  to  acquire,  before  coming  to  the  College, 
the  documentary  evidence  of  their  preliminary  education,  as  indi- 
cated above,  and  thus  save  themselves  the  necessity  of  an  exam- 
ination. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  holding  this  examination  in  parts 
of  the  country  at  a  distance  from  Chicago. 

Students  who  have  completed  a  full  course  of  study  equivalent 
to  that  required  for  admission  to  this  College,  may,  by  special 
arrangement,  be  admitted  on  the  certificates  of  their  instructors. 

It  is  important  to  notice  that  the  diplomas  of  such  schools  as  do 
not  require  an  examination  'preliminary  to  entrance,  are  not  accepted 
as  qualifying  for  jiracticc  in  Illinois.

For  the  Year  1888-89. 


The  Winter  Term  of  the  Forty-sixth  Annual  Session  of  Rush 
Medical  College  will  commence  Tuesday  evening,  September  25, 
1888,  and  will  continue  twenty-one  weeks.  The  introductory 
address  will  be  delivered  b}r  Professor  Knox. 

The  annual  commencement  exercises  of  the  College  will  occur 
at  the  close  of  the  winter  term,  February  19,  1889. 

The  Spring  Term  of  the  Fort}--Seventh  Annual  Session  will 
begin  Tuesda}r  morning,  Februaiy  26,  1S89,  and  will  continue  14 
weeks. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Students  who  commence  their  course  of  studies  in  Rush  Med- 
ical College  are  required  to  furnish  testimonials  of  sufficient 
preliminary  education,  either  in  the  form  of  a  diploma  from  a 
literary  or  scientific  college,  academy  or  high  school,  or  of  a  cer- 
tificate of  examination  for  admission  to  such  an  institution,  or  a 
teacher's  certificate  of  the  first  grade. 

Graduates  in  medicine,  previous  matriculates  of  this  college, 
and  students  who  desire  to  pursue  a  special  course  without  gradu- 
ation, will  be  admitted  without  credentials  or  examination. 

Students  who  have  completed  a  full  course  of  preparation  for 
admission  to  the  college,  ma}r,  b}T  special  arrangement,  be  received 
on  the  certificates  of  their  instructors. 

Students  who  cannot  furnish  other  evidence  of  a  sufficient 
preliminary  education,  will  be  admitted  on  condition  of  passing 
an  examination  in  writing  in  the  elementary  principles  of  phy- 
sics and  mathematics  as  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
country.  The  written  paper  will  be  a  sufficient  indication  of  the 
student's  knowledge  of  orthography  and  grammar,  as  well  as  of 
the  subject  given. 
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Students  who  desire  to  enter  the  advanced  classes  in  the  col- 
lege must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  preliminary  education 
and  of  an  amount  of  study  and  college  attendance  equivalent  to 
that  which  has  been  required  of  the  members  of  the  classes  to 
which  they  seek  admission.  Graduates  of  the  Preparatory  Med- 
ical Departments  of  Lake  Forest  University,  of  the  University  of 
Wisconsin,  of  the  Valparaiso  Preparatory  School  of  Medicine, 
and  of  other  reputable  Universities  and  Colleges  will  be  admitted 
to  the  second  year  of  the  course  in  Rush  Medical  College. 

CHANGES  IN  THE  CORPS  OF  INSTRUCTORS. 

Professor  Bevan,  a  graduate  of  the  College  and  a  very  suc- 
cessful teacher  of  Anatomy  in  the  Medical  Department  of  the 
Willamette  University  succeeds  Professor  Parkes  in  the  chair  of 
Anatomy. 

Professor  Nicholas  Senn,  with  an  international  reputation 
for  original  research  in  the  domain  of  Surgery  and  of  Pathology, 
occupies  the  chair  of  Principles  of  Surgery  and  of  Surgical 
Pathology. 

Professor  Miller,  after  a  service  of  nearly  thirty  years,  whose 
labors  have  ever  been  marked  by  distinguished  success,  has 
felt  compelled  to  withdraw  from  active  duty,  on  account  of  ill 
health,  a  step  which  is  deepl}'  regretted  by  the  Faculty  and  all 
friends  of  the  College.

Instruction  in  Rush  Medical  College  is  given  by  clinical  and 
didactic  lectures,  practical  work  in  the  laboratories  and  dissecting 
room,  and  by  oral  recitation  of  lessons  assigned  by  the  Faculty. 

The  course  of  study  required  of  the  undergraduate  students  in 
this  institution  occupies  three  spring  and  three  Winter  terms. 
If  any  student  is  unable  to  complete  his  attendance  at  the  College 
during  these  six  terms,  he  will  be  required  to  furnish  satisfactory 
evidence  of  requisite  instruction  during  an  amount  of  time  and 
study  equivalent  to  the  period  of  his  absence,  before  he  can  be- 
come a  candidate  for  graduation.

Students  in  the  College,  and  those  who  are  pursuing  their 
studies  elsewhere  with  the  intention  of  completing  their  col- 
legiate course  in  this  institution  are  advised  to  follow  the  sub- 
joined schedule  of  lectures  and  studies. 

Since  it  is  most  profitable  for  the  student,  during  his  College 
course,  thoroughly  to  master  a  single  text  book  in  each  depart- 
ment of  medicine,  the  undergraduates  are  advised  to  confine 
their  studies  to  the  following  text  books:

Materia  Medica, 
Surgery,  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Obstetrics — 
Generation,  Foetal  Development,  Normal  Parturition,  Dermatology 
and  Venereal  Diseases. 

Exercises  in  bandaging  and  application  of  splints.  Operations 
on  the  Cadaver.  Anatomy  and  Physiology  of  the  Eye  and  Ear, 
Laryngology.  Exercises  in  Auscultation  and  Percussion.  Medi- 
cal and  Surgical  Clinics.  Pathology  and  Post  Mortem  Examina- 
tions, Dental  Pathology,  Medical  Jurisprudence. 

Fifth  Term— Spring. 

Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  Surgery, 
Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Obstetrics,  Hygiene,  Medical 
Jurisprudence,  Genito-  Urinary  Diseases. 

Regional  Dissections,  Chemical  Laboratory  Work,  Toxicology, 
and  Special  Researches. 

Clinics,  general  and  special;  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children. 
Pathology  and  Post-Mortem  Examinations. 
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Sixth  Term— Winter. 
All  Lectures  and  Clinics;  Regional  Dissections;  Post-Mortem 
Examinations.     General  Review. 

Students  who  have  passed  the  final  examination  in  the  elemen- 
tary branches  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  term,  may  devote  their 
third  year  especially  to  the  practical  branches  and  to  clinics. 

THREE  YEARS'  COURSE. 

The  Faculty  desire  that  the  matriculates  of  this  institution 
shall  pursue  their  studies  in  the  College  during  three  spring  and 
three  winter  terms.  To  encourage  this  complete  curriculum  of 
study,  such  students  will  be  registered  as  Special  Faculty  Stud- 
ents; and,  at  the  end  of  their  second  winter  term,  they  will  be  ad- 
mitted to  final  examinations  in  Descriptive  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  and  Therapeutics.  Students  from  the 
Preparatory  Departments  of  Lake  Forest  Universit}*,  the  University 
of  Wisconsin,  etc.,  who  have  been  admitted  to  the  second  year's 
course,  will  be  allowed  the  same  opportunity  for  examination. 

To  each  graduate  who,  as  above  recommended,  has  studied 
three  full  winter  terms,  and  two  spring  terms,  or  more,  will  be 
awarded,  in  addition  to  the  Diploma,  a  certificate  of  honor,  signed 
by  the  Faculty  of  the  College  and  by  the  Lecturers  in  the  Spring 
Course.  All  who  intend  to  pursue  this  course  are  requested  to 
sign  if  y  such  intention  at  the  time  of  matriculation. 

SPRING  TERM. 

The  advantages  afforded  by  the  Spring  Term  are  in  no  way 
inferior  to  those  included  in  the  Winter  Term.  Beginning  February 
26,  18S9,  at  8  a.  m.,  it  will  continue  fourteen  weeks.  During  its 
course  the  students  will  be  instructed  b}r  lectures  and  recitations 
in  the  College,  and  will  pursue  their  practical  education  in  the 
laboratories  and  dissecting  room,  and  in  the  clinical  departments 
of  the  hospitals  and  dispensaries. 

During  the  last  week  of  the  term,  the  students  will  be  ex- 
amined upon  the  studies  of  the  term,  and  will  receive  a  certificate 
thereof  with  their  standing.  Their  standing  in  this  examination 
will  be  considered  by  the  Faculty  in  its  final  decision  of  the  ques- 
tion of  their  graduation. 
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Attendance  during  a  spring  term  will  not  be  accepted  as  a 
substitute  for  attendance  upon  a  Course  of  Lectures  in  fulfill- 
ment of  the  requirements  for  graduation. 

More  than  two  hundred  students  were  in  attendance  during 
the  spring  term  of  1888. 

PRACTICAL  CHEMISTRY. 

The  College  is  provided  with  a  thoroughly  furnished  students' 
laboratoiy  for  practical  chemistry. 

Professor  Haines,  assisted  by  the  Demonstrator  of  Chemistry, 
will  give  a  special  course  in  Practical  Chemistry,  devoting  to  the 
work  three  afternoons  of  each  week.  The  course  will  consist  of  a 
series  of  experiments  designed  to  illustrate  the  applications  of 
Chemistiy  to  practical  medicine^  especial  attention  being  given  to 
the  subject  of  the  examination  of  the  urine.  The  student  will 
make  the  analyses  and  examinations  himself,  under  the  supervis- 
ion of  the  Professor. 

Since  a  course  in  Practical  Chemistry  has  been  made  one  of 
the  requirements  for  graduation  in  this  College,  students  will  find 
the  Spring  term  a  most  convenient  time  for  the  pursuit  of  this 
study. 

PRACTICAL  SURGERY  UPON  THE  CADAVER. 

Private  instruction  in  Operative  Surgeiy  will  be  given  by  the 
Demonstrator,  Dr.  E.  W.  Whitney.  The  members  of  the  class 
will  be  enabled  to  practice,  upon  the  cadaver,  the  principal  opera- 
tions of  general  surgery;  such  as  the  typical  ligations,  resections, 
amputations,  etc.  Special  reference  will  be  made  to  the  anatomy 
involved  in  each  operation. 

The  class  will  meet  in  the  surgical  room  adjoining  the  dissect- 
ing room,  from  5  to  6  p.  m.  Instruments  will  be  furnished  b}'  the 
Demonstrator. 

The  fee  is  $10  for  twelve  lessons — materiel  free. 

PRACTICAL  ANATOMY. 

The  best  advantages  are  afforded  for  the  practical  study  of 
Anatomy,  in  all  its  branches.  Materiel  in  abundance  is  provided. 
The  most  recent  and  approved  means  of  illustration  by  the  cal- 
cium light  will  be  used. 
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PRACTICAL  PHYSIOLOGY  AND  PATHOLOGY. 

The  Laboratory  of  Physiology  and  Pathology  is  abundantly 
supplied  with  microscopes  and  other  apparatus  for  study,  and  will 
be  open  for  work  during  the  Winter  and  Spring  courses. 

CLINICAL  INSTRUCTION  IN  THE  COLLEGE 
BUILDING. 

Surgery. 

Two  Surgical  Clinics  will  be  given  by  Professor  Parkes  each 
week,  one  on  Tuesday  and  one  on  Saturday.  During  the  past 
year  nearly  1000  patients  have  been  treated  in  this  clinic,  and 
several  hundred  important  surgical  operations  performed.  These 
embraced  almost  all  the  operations,  both  of  major  and  minor 
surgery,  and  included  numerous  laparotomies,  amputations, 
resections,  cystotomies,  etc. 

Medicine. 

A  clinic  on  Diseases  of  the  Chest,  by  Professor  Ross,  will 
be  given  every  Wednesday;  one  on  the  Diseases  of  the  Ner- 
vous System,  by  Professor  Lyman,  every  Thursda}7;  and  a  Med- 
ical Clinic,  by  Professor  Bridge,  every  Monda}' — all  continuing 
throughout  the  year. 

About  2000  patients  are  treated  in  these  medical  clinics  each 
year,  presenting  an  almost  endless  variety  of  morbid  conditions. 

Diseases  of  Children. 
Prof.    Knox,    assisted   by    Dr.    Cotton,    will    give   a   special 
clinic,  each  Thursday  throughout  the  year,  on  Diseases  of  Chil- 
dren. 

Gynecology. 

Professors  Etheridge  and  Nelson  and  Dr.  Adolphus  will  hold 
a  daily  clinic  in  the  College  Building,  for  the  special  instruction 
of  the  graduating  class  in  Clinical  Gynecology. 

The  class  wili  be  so  subdivided  into  small  sections  that  each 
student  will  have  extensive  opportunities  for  the  practical  stud}' 
of  this  important  subject. 

A  clinic  will  be  given  each  Wednesday  in  the  amphitheater 
by  Professor  Nelson. 
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Skin  and  Venereal  Diseases. 
Professor  Hyde  will  give  a  clinic  on  Skin  and  Venereal 
Diseases  at  3  p.  m.  of  every  Monday  throughout  the  }rear,  in  the 
upper  amphitheater  of  the  building.  The  extensive  collection 
of  plates  and  photographs  purchased  by  the  College,  has  been 
arranged  in  cabinets,  on  the  same  floor  and  adjacent  to  the  amphi- 
theater, with  special  view  to  the  illustration  of  this  department 

Diseases  of  the  Eye  and  Ear. 
Professor  Holmes,  with  the  assistance  of  Drs.  J.  E.  Colburn 
and  Alfred  Hinde,  will  give  a  clinic  in  the  amphitheater  at  3  p.  m. 
every  Wednesday  throughout  the  year,  oh  Diseases  of  the  Eye 
and  Ear. 

Diseases  of  the  Throat  and  Nose. 

Professor  Tngals  will  give  a  clinic  on  Diseases  of  the  Throat 
and  Nose  at  3  p.  m.  every  Friday,  in  the  lower  lecture  room.  A 
large  number  of  patients  from  which  to  select  rare  or  typical 
cases  affords  unusual  facilities  for  studying  this  class  of  diseases. 

THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL. 

The  wing  of  the  hospital,  contiguous  to  the  college,  was 
completed  in  1884.  It  has  beds  for  sixty  patients,  and  is  per- 
fectly equipped  for  the  care  of  every  form  of  non-contagious 
disease.  An  addition  to  this  wing,  which  increases  its  capacity  by 
thirty-five  beds,  has  just  been  constructed.  The  main  building,  a 
magnificent  edifice,  for  which  the  foundations  are  now  laid,  will 
be  read}"  for  occupanc}r  next  winter,  and  will  accommodate  with 
the  present  wing  two  hundred  and  fifty  patients.

THE  COUNTY  HOSPITAL. 
(Opposite  the  College  Building.) 

The  hospital,  standing  on  a  block  of  twelve  acres  of  land, 
was  erected  at  a  cost  of  nearly  a  million  dollars. 

Two  new  pavilions  have  been  recently  erected,  which  litive 
greatly  increased  the  capacity  of  this  commodious  structure. 

The  amphitheater  of  the  hospital  with  a  seating  capacity  for 
six  hundred  persons,  is  the  room  in  which  all  the  surgical,  medi- 
cal and  special  clinics  are  held.  More  than  seven  thousand  patients 
were  treated  at  the  hospital  during  the  past  }rear,  and  hundreds 
of  important  surgical  operations  were  performed. 

In  the  rear  of  the  amphitheater  is  the  Necrops}'  Theater,  in 
which  are  held  all  the  post-mortem  examinations  of  the  hospital. 
Ample  opportunities  are  given  for  the  study  of  the  gross  appear- 
ances produced  by  disease. 

THE  ILLINOIS  CHARITABLE  EYE  AND  EAR 
INFIRMARY. 

This  institution  affords  the  largest  facilities  for  the  clinical 
stud}-  of  Diseases  of  the  E}Te  and  Ear. 

During  the  past  }-ear  more  than  4,400  patients  received  treat- 
ment at  the  Infirmary;  more  than  600  operations  were  performed. 

Regular  clinics  will  be  given  during  each  week  of  the  session 
by  Drs.  Holmes,  Hotz,  Ware,  Montgomery,  Schaef  er,  Gardiner  and 
Bishop. 

THE  CENTRAL  FREE  DISPENSARY. 

Excellent  opportunities  are  offered  to  students  and  practi- 
tioners, for  clinical  instruction  at  the  Central  Free  Dispansary, 
which  occupies  the  first  floor  of  the  College  building.     Many 
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thousand  patients  received  treatment  in  this   Dispensary  during 
the  past  };,ear.     Patients  are  classified  according  to  their  diseases. 
A  wide  field  is  here  afforded  for  the  study  of  specialties. 
The  prescribing  hours  are  from  2  to  5  p.  m.  each  day. 

HOSPITAL  INTERNES. 

Positions  as  Internes  in  the  Cook  County,  the  Presbyterian,  the 
Michael  Reese,  and  the  St.  Luke's  Hospitals  and  the  Illinois  Char- 
itable E}re  and  Ear  Infirmary,  are  open  each  Spring  to  graduates 
through  a  competitive  examination  held  by  the  respective  hospital 
staffs. 

The  occupants  of  these  positions  receive  their  board  and  lodg- 
ings and  acquire  an  extensive  experience  in  every  department  of 
practical  medicine  and  surgery. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Examinations  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  are  held 
annually  during  the  last  week  of  the  winter  term,  and  in  excep- 
tional cases  in  the  first  week  of  the  ensuing  winter  term. 

GRADUATION. 

The  following  are  the  requirements  for  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine. 

1st.  The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and 
must  give  statisf  actoiy  evidence  of  possessing  a  good  moral  char- 
acter, WHICH  INCLUDES  UNEXCEPTIONABLE  CONDUCT  WHILE  AT  THE 

College. 

2nd.  He  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  medicine  three 
years,  and  have  attended  at  least  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  not 
delivered  in  one  twelve-month,  of  which  the  first  one  ma}r  have  been 
in  some  other  recognized  medical  college,  but  the  last  must  have 
been  in  this  institution.  The  lectures  of  the  Spring  term  cannot 
be  considered  as  a  course  op  lectures  in  this  requirement. 

3d.  He  must  have  received  clinical  instruction  during  at 
least  two  college  terms. 

4th.  He  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  Practical  Anatomy, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Demonstrator,  and  to  the  extent  of 
having  dissected  each  region  of  the  body. 
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5th.  He  must  have  taken  one  course  in  Practical  Cheinistiy, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

6th.  He  must  have  taken  one  practical  course  in  the  Labo- 
ratory of  Physiology  and  Pathology. 

7th.  He  must  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Facult}^  of  his  in- 
tention to  become  a  candidate,  depositing  the  amount  of  the  ex- 
amination fee  with  the  Treasurer,  on  or  before  the  20th  day  of 
January. 

8th.  Every  candidate  must  undergo  a  full  and  satisfactory 
written  or  oral  examination  on  each  branch  taught  in  the  College.
